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Catch-22 halts improved treatment

Local officials know chemical treat¬ 
ment of Winter Park’s drinking water 
could be inadequate, but a government 
Catch-22 has left them almost powerless 
to do anything about it. 

A Sunday Denver Post story listed 50 
communities in Colorado with inade¬ 
quate treatment facilities that could pose 
health hazards. Winter Park’s water 
district, Grand County Water and 
Sanitation District No. One, is among 
those listed in the story. 

Officials contacted this week about the 
story agree that Winter Park’s treatment 
facility could pose health risks, but all 
agreed none exists now. 

“The process there is shaky at best,” 
said John Blair, senior public health 
engineer in the drinking water division of 
the Colorado Department of Health. “If 
you give it plenty of attention, it works. 
But it’s very easy to upset the system.” 


Currently, Grand County Water and 
Sanitation uses a rapid sand filtration 
method of purifying drinking water. 
Critics of the system say the filtering 
method does not filter out smaller par¬ 
ticles which can be damaging — in par¬ 
ticular, giardia cysts. 

Although no recent outbreaks of giar¬ 
dia or gastrointestinal diseases have been 
seen in the Winter Park area, the health 
department has mandated that GCWS 
build a new water treatment plant 
capable of more sophisticated purifying 
techniques. Such a plant, if built big 
enough to meet estimated needs over the 
next 20 years, would cost an estimated $1 
million. 

Dennis Ducommun, superintendent of 
GCWS, said he has been aware of the 
giardia and filtering problem and has 
been working with the health department 
since 1982 to take care of the problem. 


The district, he said, is ready to build the 
new plant, but before it can do so, the 
U.S. Forest Service must grant a special 
use permit to the district which uses 
forest service land. 

Because the Deparment of Wildlife 
fears a depletion of stream flows in the 
Fraser River, the Forest Service will not 
grant the permit and the district cannot 
build the treatment facility the health 
department has ordered them to build. 

Ducommun continues to pursue a 
special use permit from the Forest Ser¬ 
vice and in the meantime has developed 
some testing procedures designed to keep 
the water safe. “We have been taking 
water samples ever since we learned of 
the giardia problem,” Ducommun said. 
“We are treating the water as best we 
can.” 

Blair, at the health department, agreed 
that the water is safe, but called the 
district’s system “a shade tree type 


system that is not 100 percent reliable.” 
And because this system and others like it 
are not always reliable, the health depart¬ 
ment is demanding that improved 
systems be built. “We have not 
documented an outbreak of giardia in the 
area,” Blair added, “but we are worried 
about an outbreak and that is why we are 
requiring a better system. 

“We’re watching the water real 
carefully and Dennis (Ducommun) is 
watching the water real carefully. He’s 
doing an excellent job,” Blair said. 

Ducommun said plans are underway to 
improve the treatment facility again this 
summer by replacing the filtering 
material. Such efforts are ongoing, he 
said, in the district’s efforts to filter giar¬ 
dia out of the water. 

He described the giardia filtering pro¬ 
blem by pointing out that 16,000 giardia 
cysts would fit on the head of a pin.

County spends more 
on TIF lawsuit

Grand County has spent $1000 more 
than it budgeted for its fight of Winter 
Park’s Tax Increment Financing (TIF) 
plan — and it may have to spend even 
more. 

The Grand County Board of Commis¬ 
sioners on April 9 decided it needed a 
budgetary meeting with its attorney and 
with the East Grand School District, with 
which it has agreed to split legal costs in 
fighting Winter Park’s TIF plan. 

It appears cumulative attorney fees 
since last year’s inception of the suit have 
reached nearly $16,000. That’s $1000 
more than what the county budgeted for 
its share of legal costs in the action. In 
1984, the suit cost the county $9601. 

Now, the commissioners say, the coun¬ 
ty may have to reach deeper into its 
pockets should it wish to continue its bat¬ 
tle. 

That determination, however, 
ultimately rests with District Court Judge 
Hume, with whom both sides of the ac¬ 
tion have filed for a summary judgment. 
As of yet, the county has no indication 
whether Hume will grant the judgment or 
if the case will proceed to trial. 


The county and school district 
estimated the total costs of taking the suit 
though district court to be roughly 
$30,000. At this point, they said, there’s 
a slim chance of their legal fees ending at 
that point. That is, if Hume grants the 
county and school board a summary 
judgment in their favor. 

“I would guess, though,” said board 
chair Herb Ritschard, “that we’ll be ask¬ 
ed to put in more.” 

Understating his avowed vengeance 
for TIF, Commissioner Bill Needham 
reiterated, “We just think it’s a misap¬ 
plication of the law.” 

TIF allows the Winter Park Develop¬ 
ment Authority to collect property taxes 
and use them to aid developemnt in the 
downtown core of Winter Park. 

When TIF is established, property 
taxes in a defined area are frozen. 
Although property taxes in the frozen 
area continue to be levied and allowed to 
increase (based on assessed valuation and 
TIF structure), the TIF scheme funnels 
the increased taxes to the development 
authority. 

If a property in the frozen area re-

A twin axle, refrigerated food truck 
got away from its driver last Thursday 
and rolled, unattended, down Vasquez 
drive before rolling off the road and tip¬ 
ping over.

While out of the 
truck, the brakes reportedly slipped and 
the truck rolled unattended down the 
hill, across the tracks and off the north 
side of the road. 


Mouton at that point caught a ride 
from a passing motorist and left the 
scene to call his dispatcher at Shamrock 
Foods, Inc. 

Florom received a call of an accident at 
about 10:30 a.m., but when he arrived at 
the scene there was no driver, only the 
truck off the road. 

Florom said the driver had arranged 
for towing equipment and later was able 
to hook up with sheriff’s deputies. 

Due to the size of the truck and its 
location down an embankment, Florom 
said two heavy-duty trucks were called in 
from Denver to haul the truck from the 
ditch. “Anything in this county would’ve 
gotten yanked off the road or snapped its 
cables,” Florom said. 

The truck, which suffered only minor 
damage, was pulled from the ditch late 
Thursday night. Nobody was injured 
during the incident.

mains undeveloped or unchanged, assess¬ 
ed valuations do not increase. In such a 
case, all taxes collected continue to be 
channelled to the original taxing districts. 
However, whenever there’s an increase, 
the money does not go to the taxing 
districts but to the development authori¬ 
ty. 

It is because of the possble future loss 
of tax revenue that Grand County and 
the school district are fighting the TIF 
scheme. The school district has claimed 
that millions of dollars of future tax 
revenue could be lost if the TIF scheme 
goes. The county is fighting it for a 
similar reason. 


The county and school district also 
fear the results across the county if the 
challenge to TIF fails and other towns at¬ 
tempt to institute TIF. 

The school district and the county 
argue that Winter Park’s use of TIF is a 
misapplication of the intent of the law 
which allows TIF. 

That law states that TIF is to be used 
for a “blighted,” urban area. They claim 
Winter Park is not blighted.

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Teacher offers experience to Fraser students 


Following is another in an ongoing 
series of profiles written on teachers at 
the Fraser Valley Elementary School. 
by Joanne Yankovich 

Experience eliminates experiment. 

The motto of a well-known real estate 
company also is an apt summary of what 
Pat Ingalls offers her first graders at the 
Fraser Elementary School. 

However, most of that valuable ex¬ 
perience wasn’t garnered through years 
of teaching. Ingalls raised three kids 
before she decided in her early 40s that 
she’d go back to school for her elemen¬ 
tary education degree. She has taught 
first grade at the Fraser School now for 
two years. That was prefaced by several 
years as an aide in the Granby media 
center, as well as some student teaching 
done in Denver and Fort Collins. 

Becoming a teacher was a foresighted 
solution to the “empty nest” syndrome, 
she says. She also had always dreamed of 
teaching, since junior high age and games 
'Of school played as one of a family of 
twelve children in her Greeley 
neighborhood. However, no student 
loans existed back then, and she couldn’t 
afford college. Once her kids were raised 
and independent, her husband Earl 
began urging her to return to college, 
and, as she says, “it was time.” 

Ingalls is a warm, friendly, motherly 
woman with a calming, self-possessed 
presence. It is clear that she loves her job, 
and that she also is aware of the value her 
age brings to her teaching 'career. “I 
waited until I was 46. I had the en¬ 
thusiasm of a college student, and the 
maturity of an adult who’s raised 
children,” she says. “I also can bring my 
experiences as a parent to the job — most 
teachers don’t start out that way.” 

First graders are Ingalls’ forte and 
favorites, perhaps because they give lots 
of allowance for maternal expression: “I 
always wanted to teach the younger 
grades,” she says. “They need more nur¬ 
turing, and they hug a lot more. I always 


felt more comfortable with younger 
kids.” 

Discipline is not much of a problem at 
that age, she says. “They’re so eager to 
please, it’s a snap. Of course, some kids 
can get ornery, but you just talk to 
them.” 

She says the biggest academic task to 
be fulfilled in first grade is teaching kids 
to read. “Just about this time of year, 
they get really excited about reading. It’s 
a great thing to see.” 

Ingalls prefers small classes, and this 
year has 14 students. She also likes a 
“relaxed atmosphere. We have pillows 
under the table where they can read a 
book or just dream,” she says. “We all 
need some time during the day to do 
nothing.” 

That respect for her small charges also 
translates into a keen perception of what 
her ultimate responsibility is as a teacher: 
“helping them to become independent 
and responsible. I want to send them on 
to Cookie (Fraser’s second grade teacher) 
with a good self-image and self- 
confidence,” she says. “I don’t ever 
want to send a kid on who hates school 
or dislikes himself or herself. Teaching is 
easy if the child has a good self-image.” 

She often espouses an indirect ap¬ 
proach to sharing her life experiences 
with her students. “I like to tell them 
stories, and the stories usually have a 
purpose. But it’s something I don’t want 
to moralize to them about. You turn kids 
off when you moralize.” 

She’s also highly appreciative of the 
breed of kid that comes from the Fraser 
Valley. She says they’re the “cream of 
the crop. The kids want to learn and the 
parents care about teaching.” 

There’s only one regret that Pat Ingalls 
has at this point in her life about her job 
as a teacher: “I wouldn’t trade anything 
or the way I’ve done anything,” she says. 
“My only regret is that I have fewer years 
of teaching (compared to some) before I 
retire.”

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Trustees discuss building permits, dog pound 


Fraser trustees discussed a variety of 
small but important issues at their town 
board meeting last Wednesday night. 

Trustee Sue Buchheister expressed 
concern that manning of the Amtrak sta¬ 
tion “half an hour before and after is not 
enough,” saying that many people arrive 
with a bigger time margin. She also said 
the station could benefit from some wall 
decorations such as a ski area map, old 
railroad photos or informative presenta¬ 
tions: “it's bland,” she said. Parking 
problems at the BestFriends dolls plant 
were also discussed. The plant is behind 
the depot and in the same building; 
trustees agreed that tenant Susan Ander¬ 
son should place signs prohibiting utiliza¬ 
tion of her space on the side of the 
building. 

Carol Davis, owner of the building in 
which the CarQuest auto parts center is 
housed, requested that her water and 
sewer taps be re-evaluated, since she 
plans to put an apartment in her 
building. After considering her plans, 
trustees concluded that no changes need¬ 
ed to be made or additional taps be 
levied. 

Trustees also discussed plans under¬ 
way to construct the second access to the 


Fraser shopping center. The Highway 
Department will be evaluating the pre¬ 
sent access for traffic count; trustees ex¬ 
pressed concern that such an evaluation 
not be made in the middle of May when 
traffic is at a year-long low. They also 
asked that streetlights be put in im¬ 
mediately at the corner of the road and 
U.S. Highway 40. Developer Don Drake 
and engineer Ed Opitz will be asked to 
speed up installation of the lights. 

Trustees also discussed action on a 
couple county documents which were the 
subject of much discussion in prior 
meetings. Town attorney Larry Hartlaub 
was directed to proceed with writing an 
ordinance passing the county’s building 
fee schedule. “We’re not real happy with 
it and will scrutinize it at budget time, 
but we should go ahead now,” com¬ 
mented Trustee Marianne Klancke, who 
was Mayor Pro Tern at the meeting in the 
absence of C.B. Jensen. 

Klancke told Commissioner Dick 
Leonard that trustees had agreed with 
Marv Fischer’s “budgeting reasoning, 
but not his figures for fees and how they 
were generated, and how dispropor¬ 
tionate the jumps were for condos and 
residences.”

“Marv is a pretty good department 
head and his staff is utilized in other 
areas,” commented Leonard.

Similar health checks will 
be conducted in more than 120 Colorado 
locations this week in conjunction with 
Channel 9 Television and local organiza¬ 
tions. 

Screening for blood pressure, weight, 
visual and hearing acuity and other func¬ 
tions will be checked at no cost and a 
medical doctor will be available for con¬ 
sultation. 

The blood chemistry test provides a 
means of determining a person’s poten¬ 
tial risk of cardiovascular disease, among 
other health problems. Those wishing to 
take the test are reminded to have no 
food nor drink for 12 hours prior to the 
test. 


The concept of health fairs is a new 
one in that it offers a variety of health- 
related educational exhibits and free 
health screenings at the same time and 
place. The screenings are not intended to 
take the place of a regular physical ex¬ 
amination. The fair is designed to focus 
on individual health awareness. Screen¬ 
ing, however, can help uncover potential 
medical problems which can be 
prevented in most cases through early 
detection and treatment.
